Six Billion Net Loss. 


The business depression of last year, from which the nation 


is now successfully emerging, cost the United States of Amer- 
ica not less than six "billions of dollars, according to the newly 
published report of the National Bureau of Economic Research. 
That means considerably more than 10 per cent of the nation's 
income. 


The accumulated statistics show that in the worst years— 


and 1921 was a bad one—the income of the nation-runs be- 
tween. 15 and 20 per-cent behind that of the best and perhaps 
8 to 12 per cent back of those which are usually regarded as 
'•'good times." In support of this contention, figures, are sub- 
mitted on no less than fifteen panics within the past 110 years 
— 1812, 1818, 1825, 1837, 1847, 1873, 1884, 1890, 1893, 
'1903, 1907, I9l'3, 1920. Attention is directed to the varying 
intervals between periods of depression, and to the varying 
causes. 
But more interesting still is the discussion- of the 


effects of booms and depressions upon efficiency. 


Even 10 per cent of the nation's income represents billions, 


and the report only attempts rough approximations of the 
losses due to panic. The indirect losses cannot even be guessed 
at. But it. can hardly be questioned that both strains and 
booms impair efficiency more tfian the business uncertainty 
which comes between them. Temperance is desirable in all 
things, but continued temperance, it seems, is out of the ques- 
tion in business.

By. experiments 
I found it was .not the words, but the 
tone and modulation of the voice that I 
counted witli the oxen. I often made 
up phrases but modulating the voice 
to their usual commands, to which 
they would readily respond. Oxen are' 
not as tractable as horses.

The Sceptic 
philosophy is to be found in .the writ- 
ings of Kant and Schiller and there is 
a recent curious revival of it in what 
is called Christian Science. 


Nothing weakens a man so much as 


to shake his confidence in his 
own 


senses and his own judgment. 
Zeno 


emphatically affirms the authority of 
both. He says that your senses do not 
deceive you and that errors come from 
a failure to interpret your impressions 
correctly. 
You see the sun in the east 


in the morning and in the west in the 
afternoon. 
If you conclude that the 


| sun has moved it is not because- your 
senses have deceived you but because 
you do not fully understand the rela- 
tive positions of the 
sun 
and 
the 


earth. If you 
see • a. straight stick 


- -thrust into the water and notice that 


the stick looks bent it is because you 
*o not allow for the change of_direc-, 
tion -of rays of light in passing from 
water to air. It is orrry by believing in 
the correctness of our Impressions and 
by learning to interpret them correct- 


j ly that we can gain a knowledge of the 
world about us. 


So much -for belief, now what must 


we • do'? 
Zeno says, "Only goodness 


is good and only badness is Bad." ' This 
langnage is not very clear to us but it 
was perfectly intelligible to the Greeks 


health or long life. 
But how about 


sickness', suffering, death and 
injus- 


tice;- are-not they bad? Injustice 
is 


bad for him who is unjust but not for 
him who is the object of it. Sickness 
and death are not bad. 


If you see a tree falling' upon a 


jman you should draw him aside and 
save him. That would be a good act. 
"Why so? You say that death and pain 
ore not bad, why- then should we save 
a~man from them? 
Life arid growth 


is the rule of nature (Phusis). -Death 
and bodily hurt are not evils for the 
man who is kill.ed or hurt since he can 
be really injured only by his own bad 
acts. So, if you fail in your attempt 
to save him and he is killed or huV 
you should feel no regret even though 
he is your friend. It Is the 
rule of 


nature that a plant should live and 
grow and it should not be destroyed 
without good reason. It is not in ac- 
cordance with the rule*of nature that 
a man should be killed or crippled and 
he who saves another from death or 
hurt acts in harmony with the rule 
of nature and does a good act. 


You say that-it is the rule of nature 


that plants should live, and grow; is it 
not also the rule of nature that plants 
die and decay? When a plant 
dies 


and decays it is replaced by another 
plant which is better than the for- 
mer. 
The rule of nature 
is . growth 


and progress.

happiness. Socrates had taught that 
happiness does not depend upon pos- 
sessions. 
Aristotle had taught that, 


"Happiness is to be found in a man's 
work, in the performance of his func- 
tion as man. Every thing has a spe^ 
.cific function and man's special func- 
tion is the exercise of his reasoning 
faculties." 


Zeno does not. mention happiness.

of the Senate." The emperor then tells time, 
him that at least he must keep silent. 
Priscus replies that if he 'is called on 
to^ speak he iriust. speak -and he must 
speak ."those, things which appear to 
him to be right." The emperor then 
threatens to have him put to death if 
he speaks and Priscus -replies, "'Caesar. 
I do not claim to be immortal, but tf 
you put me to death you will not harm 
me, while if I do not speak or if I do 
not speak those things which appear 
to me to be right I will harm myself." 


This is daring teaching, for those 


times, that a man should disobey the 
command of the ruler of the state at 
the bidding of his own sense of .duty, 
but it illustrates the sincerity with 
which.the. Stoics carried their princi- 
ples .to a logiqal conclusion. For sev- 
eral centuries prior to 
the 
general 


spread of Christianity the Stoic Phil- 
osophyjvas the accepted guide of most 
of the philosophers, 
statesmen and 


rulers of Greece and Rome. The most 
distinguished of the Stoics 
was 
the 


Roman emperor, Marcus Rurelius, who 
lived nnd ruled -in conformity to Stoic- 
ism a:ad made important contributions 
to its literature. 
- 


The §;toic philosophy 
levelled 
the 


distinctions between rich 
and 
poor, 


emperor and slave, for all have oppor- 
tunities for doing good acts and that 
is all that really counts.
